AN ACT In relation to Public Schools In 


Wooniocket. 


It 1» cuacted by the General Assembly 33 
follows: 
SEOMO.V 1. All tho pawora and duties 


relaliug to public schools, appertaiuinp;, be- 
longing to, o: which school districts aro 01- 
titled to exercise under the General Statutes 
shall be and are developed in 
the town of 


Woonaocket, upon the School Committee ot 
said town, to bo by fiaiJ committee exercised 
and performed: Provided, that if any district 
shall pror'de at its own expense, a sctjoo! 
house approved by the School Committee. 
such district shall not be liable to bo taxed 
by the town to furnish or repair school hous- 
es for the other districts. 


SEC. 2. Tho Eortral districts in ssid town 


shall retain their corporate authority as at 
preseni for the purposes of concluding tne 
business of the current school year; and tho 
disposal of corporate property, and the pay- 
meut of corporate debts. 


SEC. 3. When shore shail have been far 


six months in any district in said town, no 
school-house approved by town school com- 
mittee, said committee may levy, assess and 
collect in and from such district, in tha 
mode specified in Chapters 51 anil 02, ol the 
General Statutes, for the levy, assessment 
and collection of taxes by trustees, such au 
amount of money as may he deemed neces- 
sary to build a school-house in and for said 
district, and said committee shall with the 
approval 
of the Commissioner of Public 


Schools build such school-house. 


SKC. -1. Nothing fiare'n contained shall 


bs construed to diminish the rights or 
powers given io trustees or districts, in the 
General Statutes anil heroin in Section 1 
transferred to the to\vn school committee.

Nobody call tell what will be the ne.\l 


move in France. 
Probably the Princs Im- 


perial will be heard from before 
long. 


That the ex-empress has issued an appeal 
in behalf ol her son is denied, but it is 
rumored that^Blie is in Paris, and this, with 
the increasing strength of the luomu'chisin 
is suggestive oi a restoration. 


There are so many claimants for the 


French throne that it is hard to tell how to 
provide for them all. 
An ingenious writer 


in Figaro proposes to divide Frav.ce into 
four 
kingdoms, which brings 
to mind 


the boy's rendering of tho first sentence ol 
"Caesar's commentaries; "All Gaul is quar- 
tered into three halves." 


This journalistic statesman proposes thai 


France proper shall have Versailles for a 


• capital and the Count of Chambord for king. 


Aquitaine ia to have Toulouse for a capital 
and the Count 
ot Paris for sovereign. 


Burgurly with Avignon for ita capital is to 
be ruled by the Duke D'Aumale, and the 
Prince Imperial is to reside ia Algiers and 
reign over Algiers anct Corsica. This ar- 
rangement does not seem to do justice to 
the ton of the nephew of his uncle, but as 
ho is the smallest of the competitors for 
the throne he must expect to lake Ihe 
crusts. 


This plan also contemplates the erection 


of Paris, Lyons, Tuarsoilles and Bordeaux 
into freecities. 
The main argument in fa- 


vor of this novel plan is that France above 
all other countries is overrun by office seek- 
ers, and that by dividing .France into four 
kingdoms with separate courts aud parlia- 
ments there will be more offices to give 
away. This great importance of this ar- 
gument is perfectly apparant to all Ameri- 
cans, who understand as well as any people 
in the world the 
value of office.

dozen other men left lpaircliild'3 rauche, 
Cottonwooil Creek, with suTCnteen Jlodoc 
captives. 


On the road, Fairchild noticed two men 


ahead riding to Hoclty Point as if to inter- 
cept him. When the team approached tho 
two men, one of them presented a needle- 
gun at Fairchild, saying, "Get down, yon 
old white-headed—." "Kj what authori- 


ty?" 
said FairchiiU. "By mine. 1 am go- 


ing to kill the Indians and you too," was 
the reply. The loader caught hold of the 
mules and unhitched them, cutting tho 
harness. 


Fairchild had nothiue but a small pistol, 


and six inches from his ear was tho muzzle 
of a noedla guu. Ha says that the tears 
came into liia eyes and ho mingled his en- 
treaties with those of tbo Modocs In hopes 
that the massacre would be avoided. 


A shot and Little John lay dead In the 


wagon, with a bullet in h!s brain. The 
mules dashed away with Fairchiid, who be- 
came entangled in the lines. Five more 
shots were fired in succession, by which 
Tebea Jack, Pony and Mooch wero killed, 
aud Little John's squaw was frightfully 
wounded lu the ihouldor. 


The murderers saw soldiers coming and 


fled. Sergeant Murphy of battery W, 4th 
artillery, with ten men and a teamster came 
up to the seine of the massacre. The ser- 
geant took charge of affairs aud remained 
with his men on the ground. 


Teams with au escort were at once sent 


to bring the prisoners dead and alive. 
No 


steps were taken for the apprehension of 
the guilty parties, who are supposed to be 
Oregon volunteers. 
The warrior! killed 


were not charged with murder Every one 
here condemns the affair.
